ACTS OF VANDALISM. 


WasHtnoTon, D. C., Jan. 10.—[Special.}—The | 
Secretar} of the Interior sent tothe Senate 


this afternoon the voluminous correspondence 
relative to the management of the Yellowstone 
Park. These points are clear: 

1. That the Superintendent is charged with 


neglect of duty. and with either being tncom- | 


petent or willfully negligent. 3 
2. That the hotel company is abusing its 
privileges and viviating its lease by destroy- 


ing fences about Government reservations and 


killing game. 


8. That there is nothing in the existing law 


or regulations which confers jurisdicuou upon 


any officer to punish Violations of the regu- 


lations designed to preserve the park. 


Mr. Teller calls attention to this, and notifies 
Congress that if the natural curiosities of the 
park and the game are to be preserved it will | 


be necessary to enact stringent legislation. The 


report of the Government Special Agent, Scott 


Smith, who visited the reservation without dis- 
closing his official characver, gives a startling 
description of the vandalism committed in the 
park, even by Ofticers of the Government. He 
says that the Superintendent does not attempt 
to prevent huuting or the destruction of gey- 
sers; thatthe time of the ten assistants given 
him by law is largely occupied in breaking off 
and selling at large prices the finest curivsities 
which they were paid to protect; that the hotel 
company keeps men constantly employed to 
kill elk and other game on remote bridie-paths, 
und purchases it knowing that it is killed upon 
the reservation in violation of law.

THE FEE SYSTEM. 

ABUSES BY FEDERAL OFFICERS. 
Wasninotox, D. C., Jan. 10.— (Special.]— 
Representative Herbert, of Alabama, has ob- 
tained from the Attorney-General reports show- 
ing abuses of the fee system by Federal officers. 
Mr. Herbert proposes to file this documentary 
evidence with the Judiciary Committee tomor- 
row, before which he is to have a hearing in 
favor of the bills offered by him at the begin- 
ning of the session. They provide that Mar- 
shals and District-Attorneys shall not be en- 


tilled to fees in eriminat causes in United | 


States Courts, that the jurisiiction of 
Commissioners shall be limiwd to the 
county in which they reside, and that 
in order to provide the necessary  facil- 
ities tor the administration of justice the 
number of Commissioners shail be/increased 
as may be necessary. Mr. Herbert gave ex- 
amples of the abuses in his State, as shown by 
ihe reedrds of the Attorney-General's office.

PERILS OF NAVIGATION. 


Terrible Experiences of the Oyster- 
Men on Chesapeake Bay. 
Md., Jan. 10.— [Special. The 
ice is breaking up in Chesapeake Bay and tribu- 
tary rivers. Navigation was open through the 


barbor and bay last night, but floods are feared 
along many of the rivers. The Susquehanna 


River, so famous for its ice gorges in the past, 
is rising, and the citizens of Port Deposit are in 
dread of an inundation. Keports have reached 
here of several more wrecks on the bay. The 
oyster dredgers have bad hurd times. Nearly 
a dozen of them are in hospitals here with 
either their hands or fest frozen. 

The schouner Starlight, Capt. Edward Brown, 
which started from the Patuxent River witha 
full load of oysters came into port today with 
ber main and fore rigging gone and a crew with 
very little life in them from hunger and ex- . 
haustion. Two schooners were seen by the 
crew of the Stariicht ushore on Kent Island. 
The schooner bad plain sailing from the Patux- 
ent Kiver until Monday night. The meu say 
that they were near Kent Island carrying five 
full sails under a high wind when they 
suddenly struck the heuvy ice, making 
u terrife noise and the 
vessel to a sudden stop. The salts, 
were blown loose in a moment, and the jee 
closing uround the schooner the men found 
themselves beget with no means of het 
themselves. Through the action of the wi 
and ice the vessel dritted over ten miles. The 
ice extended a long distance around them in 
every direction, aud was thick enough tw sup 
port the vessel's heavy anchors. All hands 
were set to work to cut holes in the ice jw it 
the anchors through. The Captain and crew 
were kept on deck for two entire days 
and nights, and tbefr situation was 
made worse by their provisions giving 
out. They were without food for over twenty- 
four hours. The crew, most of whom wero 
sreen hands, suffered terribly from exposure to 
the wiud and snow. 

The pungy Idiewild, Capt. William White, 
was kept by the icc ip the great Choptank 
River from Friday night until Monday men- 
ing, and long before the crew arrived in port 
their food and fuel becume exhausted and they 
narrowly escaped ireezing to death.

way was not due to Portugal, but was the work of 
an erplorer in the interest of no one national- 
ity; and that the entry 400 years ago into the 


mouth of the Congo by the Portuguese not | 


having been followed up by actual and contin- 
val oceupation, can give that nation no terri- 
torial richt to the river or to the countries 
upon its banks. The Government was asked 
to we the flag of the [International African 
Association which now floats over twenty-two 
settlements in the heart of Africa, and to send 
av agent to the Congo to confer with that asso- 
ciation with a view of obtaining such measures 
as will secure to American citizens free com- 
mercial intercourse along the course of that 
important river.

A COMMBRCIAL 1REATY WITH SPAIN. 

Mr. William D. Marvel, Chairman of the com- 
mittee to whom was referred the subject of a 
eommercial treaty with Spain, reported in favor 
ot+équesting President Arthur to appoint a 
gommission to meet with the Spanish Minister 
and arrange for a commercial treaty—the com- 
mission to consist of one member appointed as 
the representative of the rresident, one repre- 
senting the Senate, one the House of Repre- 
sentatives, one of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and one member as the representative of the 
Maritime Association of this city. This propo- 
sition elicited strong opposition. All were in

New York, Jan. 10.—(Special.}—-The fact 
that the Valley of the Congo, in Africa, is now 
ven opened to commerce by the International 
Assuciation Was brought to the atten- 
tion of the New York Chamber of Commerce 
today. Mr. A. A. Low offered some resolutions 
that it was incumbent upon the 
Tnited States Government to insist upon the 
peutrality of that valley, and“ that it shall be 
kept free from the interference of political con- 


trol of any one nation: that this Government 
ghould apprise the Portuguese Governmeat that 
it will not recognize the right of the iat- 
ter to interfere with the free navigation 
of the Congo: that the discovery of that water-

way was not due to Portugal, but was the work of 


an explorer in the interest of no one national- 
ity; and that the entry 400 years ago into the 
mouth of the Congo by the Portuguese not 
having been followed up by actual and contin- 
gal ocoupation, can give that nation no terri- 
torial richt to the river or to the countries 
upon its banks. The Government was asked 
to recognize the flag of the Iuteruational African 
Association which now floats over twenty-two 
settiemeats in the heart of Africa, and to send 
au agent to the Congo to confer with that asso- 
ciation with a view of obtaining such measures 
as will secure to American citizens free com- 
mercial intercourse along the course of that 
important river. Mr. Low said that the King 
of Belgium had been the chief promoter of the 
enterprise in which the International African 
Ascociation was e 
A COMMERCIAL 1REATY WITH SPAIN. 

Mr. William D. Marvel, Chairman of the com- 
mittee to whom was referred tbe subject of a 
eommercial treaty with Spain, reported in favor 
of requesting President Arthur to appoint a 
egommission to meet with the Spanish Minister 
and arrange for a commercial treaty—the com- 
quission to consist of one member appointed as 
the representative of the Fresident, one repre- 
senting the Senate, one the House of Repre- 
sentatives, one of the Chamber of Commerve, 
and one member as the representative of the 
Maritime Association of this city. This propo- 
sition elicited strong opposition. All were in 
favor of the proposed treuty, but objeeuons 
were made to the proposed commission.

The Transcontinental Association 
L Split in Two. 

The Tra tinental Association met again 
yesterday morning at the Grand Pacific Hotel, 
the attendance being the same as the day be- 
fore, The entire morning session was consumed 
in discussing rules and regulations for the gov- 
ernment of the association's business. 

At the afternoon session the resolution intro- 
duced by Mr. S. S. H. Clark, General Manager 
of the Union Pacific, the day previous, provid- 
ing for the extension of the transcontinental 
territory east to Chicago, and the admission as 
members of the Rock Isiand, Burlington, Alton, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul, Wabash, Missouri Pacifie, 
and St. Louis & Sat Francisco Roads was taken 
up. 

Mr. J. C. Stubbs, of the Central Pactfic, 
moved to amend the resolution so asto provide 
that the transcontinental business of the above- 
named roads should be controlled by the asso- 
ciation, and that the Commissioner should have 
charge of and cqnduct the business east of the 
Missouri River under the same rules and regu- 
lations that govern it west. After a long dis- 
cussion all the roads voted for the amendment 
except the Burlington & Missouri River 
and the Denver & Rio Grande. The 
original resolution as amended was then 
discussed and finally rejected by a vote of 5 4 
5, a Unanimous vote being necessary for i 
adoption. The Burlington & uri River, 
Denver & Rio Grande, Northern Pacific, Atchi- 

n, Topeka & Santa Fé, and Atlantic & Pacific 
voted against the resolution. and the Union Pa- 
ele, Central Pacific, Southern Pacific, Texas & 
Pacific, and Galveston, Harrisburg & San An- 
tonic Roads for it. The above division seems 
to indicate how the forces will be divided in 
case of a fight on transcontinental! business.

They are of the opinion that the

Restoration of East-Bound Freight 


New Tonk. Jan. 10.—(Special.|—The meet- 
ing of the Jofnt Executive Committee (freight 
department) of the trunk lines and their West- 
ern connections, which was held today, had 
been looked forward to with great interest by 
railroad men. Some action was expected which 
should at the least promise an adjustment of 
the present disturbed relations of the pool 
lines, or if that were found impracticable a re- 
duction in schedule rates to the actual 
basis of the prevailing rates.

The celebrated Cleveland con- 
vention, which chivalrously declared war 
against Russia for her persecution of the 
Jews, proposed a constitutional amendment 
giving tothe Legislature discretionary power 
over the whole subject, including the authori- 
ty to license and to prohibit. But this plan is 
objectionable, as it admits of no final settle- 
ment of the question; but, on the contrary, 
provides and invites a renewal of the struggle 
at each biennial election. 

Local option is still more objectionable. A 
law that declares the same act innocent on one 
side of a ward or township line and criminal on 
the other will not command or deserve the 
respect of the people. There are two, and but 
two, proposed amendments which would di- 
rectly and fairly present the issue—one pro- 
viding for total prohibition of the manufacture, 
sale, and use of spirituous and malt liquors, as 
in Maine and Kansas; the other, for a license 
system with a carefully graded schedule of 
fees. On either of these plans the Democracy 
may consistently join issue and let it be sub- 
mitted to a popular vote, and that vote should 
finally dispose of the question. Now let us turn 
our attention for a few moments to National 
polities. 

In my judgment the point which more than 
all others menaces the harmony and success of 
the Democratic party is the wide difference and 
bitter conflicts of opinion on the tariff policy; 
difference of opinion exists, and the right to 
differ must be recognized and conceded. Gen. 
Jackson, in the United States Senate, voted for 
tariff? in 1824, and subsequently declared him- 
self in favor of a judicious tariff. What, then, 
is a just or judicious tariff? Most certainly 
not a high protective, or a tariff for protection 
only, for as such it generates and aggrandizes 
monopolies; nor, on the other hand, is a ** free- 
trade or tariff! for revenue only. Free trade, 
strictly interpreted, requires a uniform ad 
valorem duty on all imports, and the transfer- 
ring of an item to the free list or the imposing 
of a specific duty mars and defeats the working 
of theory.

In the bill reported by the commission the 
protectionists have made unexpected liberal 
and generous concessions. If those inclined to 
free trade will only meet these advances in a 
like spirit of fairness, a compromise is practi- 
cable which will give satisfaction to all classes 
and withdraw this distracting question from 
the domain of politics. 

Upon the discussion of other matters, such as 
the reduction of taxation, the thorough purifi- 
cation of the public service, the resuscitation 
of the commercia! marine, Opening to our man- 
ufactures the markets of Mexico and Central 
and South America, on all of which a Demo- 
cratic Administration will be expected to take 
early and effective action, I may not enter with- 
out infringing on the time accorded to other 
speakers.

But having at last made themselves independent 
of other countries—that is to say, having succeed- 
ed in imitating everything built abroad (with ma- 
terials produced at home)—our naval authorities 
were by no means content, and began to construct 
vessels that foreign States do not build, and to in- 
vent new types. . . lu the Technica! Depart- 
ment of the Admiralty there now reigned great ac- 
tivity, and a time of swift advancement dawned on 
the junior men of talents, especially as their sen- 
iors, to whom many of the new projects seemed 
astounding, were shelved one after the other. In 
quick succession there now arose new types, and 
first of all a duuble-screw gunboat, with an espe- 
cially shallow draft of water. intended for serv- 
fee on the Chinese coast. The thing was built at 
Elbing, and managed to get as far as Kiel, 
but here it still remains—for, from the experience 
afforded by its short Baltic passage, no one seemed 
willing to iveur the responsibility of taking it 
through the North Sea to Wilheimshaven, not to 
speak of Eastern waters. There was, furthermore, 


built that monstrosity called the tronclad corvet | 


Hansa. When completed it could neither. use ita 
guns, nor maneuvre under sail or steam, nor attain 
unything like the intended speed. Having, then, 
at u cost of about 82,000,000, been repeatedly re- 
constructed, it was at last sent on a cruise to the 
West Indies and here it lay when the capture of 
the German steamer Luxor by the vians ne- 
cessitated the dispatch of imperial ships of war 
Hansa was, therefore, 
sont to Callao, whither its passage took exactly 
twice as much time as any trading steamer. Finally 
the Hansa returmed in safety to Kiel, there 
to await the end of its days, for no one will vent- 
ure to contront a hostile vessel with it. This 
wholly unsuccessful experiment was followed by 
an attempt to construct a new type of ironclad 
corvet, the so-called sally or sortie corvet, of 
which five have already been built. Bat neither 
these nor the thirteen ironclad gunboats begun 
about the same time, nor the ten torpedo-boats 
left by Herr von Stosch to his successor haye, to 
be brief, at al) justitied the expectations entertained 
ofthem by their projectors, . The resigna-— 
tion of Herr von Stosch is connected with these 
repeated fullures, Disputes arose which made it 
hard for the previous Minister of Marine to re- 
main in office, and the retirement of Gen. von 
Kameke from the War Ministry gave an opportu- 
nity of following bim. His successor was another 
General of infantry, Herr von Caprivi. 

At first Gen. Caprivi did nothing but ask 
questions of his subordinates—he is reported 
to have sald that he was not such a fool as to 
believe he did not need to do so—but it soon 


‘became apparent that he was not prepared to 


accept without more ado the inheritance”

in this respect was inferred from the fact of his

In addition to all that, their rig- 
ging was to be dispensed with, as they were 
only meant for Baltic service, and the bunkers 
were to beof moderate size, as it would be easy 
tor the corvets to recoal at any Baltic port. 

In conformity, therefore, with this original plan, 
which was variously modified in course of execu- 
tion, we have now received vessels which dy reason 
of their flat bottoms and their lack of rigging roll 
frightfully in a heavy sea, so that there can be no 
question of good shooting with their heavy guns, 
which leave very much to be desired in point of 
speed, which can only manage to mapeuvre fairly 
well when their engines are at full speed, and 
which, finally, draw so much water that the idea of 
running them into any of the Baltic ports upon oc- 
casions seem very problematical. |

But the series of doubtful achievements of the 
former marine administration is not yet exhaust- 
ed, and when we say that the German navy pos- 
sesses no corvet which makes more than fourteen 
knots and no torpedo-boat that makes more than 
sixteen knots we have said enough, especially when 
it is considered that Russia, England, and even 
Denmark have built turpedo-boats which run their 
good twenty Knots. | 

Herr von Caprivi has also directed bis seri- 
ous attention to this defect in the imperial 
navy, and he is said to have already reveived 
boat witb a guaran 8 wenty 
and thus the nation stil! independent of 
English or other alien industry. 

The above is the substance of two remark- 
able articles in the Frankfurter Zeitung ov the 
present state of the Imperial German fleet, 
which well deserve notice, because they con- 
tain assertions which, if not refuted, must pass 
for facts,and for very striking facts. I have noth-

High License in Omaha and Des 
Moines. 

Davenport Gazette: In the City of Omaha, as 
a result of the inexorable and rigid provisions 
of the State law in Nebraska, the keeping of 
open houses for the sale of intoxicants is possi- 
ble only to such persons as, in addition to com- 
pliance with other strict regulations, pay $1,000 
annually for the privilege. As a Missouri 


River city, the terminus of the Union Pacific 


Railroad, the centre of a large manufacturing 
interest, and the entrepot of travel to a vast 
area of the Northwest, of course Omaha is sure 
to be the favorit resort of precisely the 
characters who patronize drinking establish- 
ments liberally. Of course, therefore, the 
saloon business of that city has ever been very 
great, and the accompanying influences and re- 
sults very marked, Prior to the enactment 
and execution of the present State law enforc- 
ing “high license,” there were 160 saloons, 
each paying a small hcense for the privilege of 
being left alone. That was two years ago. The 
State law régime has cut that number down to 
102, and has secured the school fund an annual 
revenue of $102,000. Besides, the operations 
of the new law are satisfactory in yet other di- 
rections; so much so, indeed, that in Omaha, as 
in Nebraska generally, there is an almost en- 
tire absence of desire for a change. Of course, 
the fact that the present system is one of State 
establishment, and is therefore entirely inde- 
pendent of merely local influences and passions, 
greatly aids in securing this success which has 
attended its introduction and enforcement.

fered at Mr. Carlisle’s hands in the matter of 
committee assignments, will enter with zeal 
upon the investigation of the Department of 
Justice, the way being opened thereto by his 
assignment to the chair of the Committee on 
Expenditures in that department. Persons 
who are familiar with Mr. Springer’s methods 


will expect to see in the newspapers for the 


rest of the session inspired items indicating 
that Mr. Springer has fallen upon the gravest 
irregularities in the Department of Justice, and 
that he is accumulating evidence that the pros- 
ecution of the star-route cases in particular 
has been fraudulent from beginning to end. 
He will examine so-called witnesses f day 
to day and feed out to the public their decilara- 


tions and surmises so far as they sult his pur- 


poses. The result of it all will be the demon- 
stration that Mr. Carlisle has appreciated Mr. 
Springer's avocation in life, and the demonstra- 
tion of nothing else, excepting, perhaps, his 
unfitness for even such work. 

Take my own experience of Mr. Springer. He 


| was busy for two years as I know—four years as

General and Minister to China. He closed his 
efforts at the end of the Forty-fifth Congress, 
condemned in toto by the Republican members 
of his committee, and unable to carry a single 
point in a House which was largely Democrat- 
ic.

Russia Od the Russians: | 

Write HALL, Ky., Dee. 24.—In r journal 
of Dec. 12 is a paper which is a 2 the ma- 
lignant calumnies of the anti-Russian press tor 
acentury or more. I lived in St. Petersburg 
for near nine years, and made Russian lite a 
study, mingling with all ciasses for that pur- 
pose. I dined with the Emperor and imperial 


with the woodmen who came from the interior 
ou boats undrafts. Perhaps there is no Amer- 
ican living or dead who can speak with more 
authority than I can on the real character of 
Russia. I believe there is no more charitable 
and humane nation on earth than Russia. 1 
give the proofs. There are no deaths by abso- 
lute poverty in Russia, as in the great cities of 
Paris, London, New York, and other European 
cities. Besides the charitabie associations es- 
tablished by law, the first nobles in Russia, 
men and women, yearly by organized societies 
collect funds by gifts, needlework, and other 
methods, for clothes, soup-houses, and bread, 
which are distributed all winter in St. Peters- 
burg; and such methods are pursued in other 
cities. The infants that are drowned and thrown. 
into sewers in Europe and America are taken 
at a day old, it need be, and brought up at the 
public expense in St. Petersburg, Moscow, and 
other cities. These children when they grow 
up to a suitable age are put to service and may 
make a generous living. Russia liberated ber 
slaves not by war and gave them lands. Amer- 
ica did neither. 1 dined wich the nephew of 
Prince Doigorouky, Governor-General of Mos- 
cow (Viceroy), and a liberated serf or 
slave was at the table as a guest, 
and made the best dinner. speech on 
the occasion. The Russians open all their 
pleasure-grounds beside the public parks to the 
whole people. They never bur the gates and 
close the doors against the rabble.“ as in En- 
gland and America. In summer the yards are 
open and the windows without blinds, that the 
humbiest peasaut may see and beur the music. 
On all great occasions of a private nature 
all the poor are Ir otherwise 
entertained by suitable means. In En- 
gland and , America even house servants 
are treated with contempt, and my own 
tamily remonstrated on my return because I 
said good morning, as was my habit in Russia, 
to them. The Russian noblemen ppeak kindly 
always to their inferiors; the Englishmen and 
Americans out of the South rarely ever. The 
Russian Empire is large and sparsely populated, 
so that the means of subsistence do not at all 
—— upon the increase of population. In the 
cities, as I said, no absolute suffering tor 

the nece aries of life is possible. 
Now us to prisons. There was at no time 
while I was in Russia, so far as I know and be- 
lieve, one equal in its infamy the Kentucky 
penitentiary. And Gov. kburn deserves 
not denunciation, but eternal honor, for his 
manhood and philanthropy, against the bar- 
barian clamurs of the press, for his reform. 
When | was in St. Petersburg the cholera was 
several times in that city of 6U0,000, and there 
was no more sensation than if the measies 
or whooping-cough prevailed. Every sub- 
ject of the disease was taken at once to whole 
some hospitals. well attended, and tben. 
when convalescent, returned without charge to 
their homes. The streets of St. Petersburg 
were a hundred timos cleaner than the streets, 
alleys, and back yards of Richmond. They 
never burned down the pest-houses iu Russia. 
as they did the other day in Madison County 
when emali-pox prevailed, As to prisons and 
Siberia. | am giad to have an opportunity to re- 
fute some of the world-wide calumnies of the 
anti-Russian press. Siberia is not so vile acoun- 
try as the French penal colony of Cayenne. 
nor the originul Australia of Eagiand. Three 
Siberian-born ladies married nobiles in St. 
Petersburg; one the Prince Suwarrow, the 
grandson of the Prince Suwarrow of Napoleon's 
time; the other sisters murried well, one an 
officer in the staf’ of the Emperor. I have 
heard them spenk of the * Fatherland” as 
would a German. And these were the descend- 
ants of Siberian exiles. I do not hesitate to 
say that of ull the people | ever knew the tus 
siuns are the most genial and hospitabie.

NOTHING TO DRINK. 

A WATER FAMINE IN HYDE PARK AND LAKE. 

The water supply was shut off by ice in Hyde 
Park yesterday, and the day was one of intense 
inconvenience and annoyance. About 8 o’clock 
the supply of water all over the village was 
suddenly shut off by anchor ice at the mouth 
of the supply-pipe at the water-works. A tele- 
phone call to the city for a diver was answered 
by Frank Hill, who arrived at the scene about 
8 o’clock in the afternoon. The force at the 
water-works had been at work in the mean- 
while and cleared away the obstructing ice as 
far as was possible from the surface. An hour's 
work by the diver cleared away the greater 
part of the ice below the surface, and the water 
began to flow about 4 o'clock, to the great re- 
lief of the 20,000 water-takers of the village. 
No explosions from water-backs, boilers in pri- 
vate residences, ete., were reported, although 
several narrow escapes were mentioned on the 
streets last night. Snow was meited by many, 
and wells were in great demand. : 

About half-past 7 o'clock yesterday morning 
housekeepers in the Town of Lake discovered 
that their supply of water had suddeniv been 
cut off. Happy were they who were fortunate 
enough in having water enough to cook their 
morning meals and make their morning ablu- 
tions. Those who had no water waited patient- 

for it to flow or tried to thaw out their pipes, 
thinking they were frozen, or melted snow to 
complete their culinary operations. Upon in- 
vestigation it was found that the entire town, 
where the supply depended upon the town wa- 
ter-works, was in the samefix. The water-fam- 
ine lasted till about IO clock, when relief came. 
Almost every season for the last six yeurs 
there bas been the same trouble with the Lake 
and Hyde Park water supply, and engineers 
and town officials have puzzied their brains and 
tried to devise some means to qvercome the 
difficulty. Hyde Park has decided to imitate 
the city and build a tunnel! into the lake, which 
it is thought, if earried far enough out, will 
overcome the trouble. This tunnel has not yet 
been completed, but should it prove a 
success the Town of will no doubt 
make some arrangement with Hyde Park 
to pump from the same well supplied from this 
tunnel, as its dimensions are such that it will be 
large enough to supply both towns for many 
years to come. The packers and manufac‘ur- 
ers have learned a lesson of wisdom, and have 
provided reservoirs, or wells, in which to keep 
u supply of water for such emergencies and 
for service in case of fire; so there were no 
serious results yesterday, as far as could be 
learned, from lack of water in boilers and 
tanks, though some of the packing- 
houses had to shut down until the water 
commenced flowing again. The public schools 
and private residences, however, were not 80 
well provided for, and many a fire had to be 
raked out and extinguished to prevent acci- 
dents. Fortunately, it was a comparatively 
mild day, so that there was not much suffering 
from the cold; but people who are heating 
with steam are inquiring what they could do 
in case the supply should be cut off on such a 
cold day as last Friday and Saturday. In case 
of a fire at such a time certain localities of the 
town would be at the entire mercy of the 
flames and the flie department would be ut- 
terly helpless in proteeting property or quench- 
ing the flames. This would be true of Engle- 
wood, which is entirely dependent for its 
water supply upon the pumping-works. The 
dangers which beset the town from the rece- 
currence of these water famines are matters 
which, it has been suggested, the Citizens’ As- 
sociation might discuss with profit,

THE DUNGEON. 
VISITING PRISONERS — JAIL REGULATIONS— 
PRIVILEGES AND AMUSEMENTS. 7 

‘Tuesdays and Fridays are set apart at the 
County Jail for visiting days. The friends of 
_the prisoners never miss au opportunity to 
avail themselves of the privilege thus accorded. 
Crowds of callers on these occasions occupy 
the corridors of the Court-House leading to the 
prison and the courtyard, awaiting the time 
wien the gates shall be opened. About fifty 
are admitted at once, and they are permitted 
to remain in the “cage” thirty minutes. 
When the half hour has elapsed, three raps of 
the Jailer’s large iron key on the heavy barred 
door announces that the audience must 
be ended, the time for their depart- 
ure having arrived. Thereupon follow 
hurried farewells between the inmates and 
their visitors, and one by one the latter file out 
to give place to the next batch. 

During such periods there is always more or 
less hubbub. The going and coming of pe 
sons creates considerable noise, and this is 
augmented by the clanging of the massive 

rison gates as they swing mournfully on their 
— hinges, which strikes terror to the hearts 
of the unfortunates behind them. 

Taken altogether, however, tne lot of a pris 
oner, a not an envious one, is not un- 
bearable. re are no printed rules to govern 
the institution, and, of course, the Jailer 
and his deputies can exerci-e their 
own discretion in certain matters, which is fre- 
quently done to oblige a prisoner or his friends. 
These little favors, if accorded, make life worth 
the living, even behind the bars. As long as a 
man has money he can purchase the delicacies | 
that please his taste. He can smoke, chew, and 
play cards, which is a favorit pastime. At 
vient, when the ceils are locked, those who de- 
sire to read are at liberty to do so, providing 
they pay for the light they use. 

The rules for the common p who can- 
not afford to pay for extras, and who dine on 
the regular jail fare, are: At 7 o'clock, if they 
want any breakfast, they must be up and 
dressed before the edibles arrive. Those who 
are lazy and remain in bed are | and 
get nothing until noon. At 10 o’clock the first 
division is let into the corridors for exercise, and 
at 11:30 the members thereof are locked up again 
for the day. At 2 o'clock the second division 
entera the promenade ground and remains 
until 4 o’clock, when the members go back to 
their respective apartments. Then all is quiet. 
The monotony between those hours and the 
morning is now and then interrupted when a 
person, who has succeeded in persuading a 
deputy, is allowed to enter the silent domain 
to see sume friend or relative, as the case may 
be, and thus disturbs the solitude. |

HOW THE BROKERS ON THE BOARD OF TRADE 

TRY TO CHANGE THEIR LUCK—GIVING TO BEG- 

GARS, FINDING COINS, ETC. |

Still, there are a good 
many who speak gravely of various circflm- 
stances which affect their business operations, 
they say. I know of one of the very best and 
brainiest men on the board who Is chary about 
dealing certain days in the month. Others 
think when the quotations represent certain 
numbers it’s their turn to get out of the mar- 
ket. There are plenty of them who, after 
experiencing two or three days’ losses, leave 
the floor and stay away sometimes a week, till 
they think their luck is changed. Often they 
take the oddest means of changing It, too. As 
for lucky rings. keys, et¢e., there is no end of 
them. It is considered a good piece of luck to 
find a coin. I know a fellow who saw a cent 
on the tioor of the wheat pit and jumped for it 
with two others who espied it at the same mo- 
ment. He was otfered $20 forit. That fellow 
made money for three weeks without a loss, 
and then one day lost all he bad made and

TAXING SHARES IN A TRADE CORPORATION. 


The real estate of the New Orleans Cotton Ex- 
change was assessed at 887.000. and each of the 
sharebolders—S00—was assessod for 3,326 as the 
value of his share, making an Aggregate of $1,663, - 
000. This assessment of the shares was sustained 
in u suit brougtit to test its validity, New Orleans 
Cotton Exchange vs. Board of Assessors, and the 
gssociation carried the cuse to the Supreme Court 
of Louisiana, where the judgment below was re- 
versed and judgment entered for the plaintiff. The 
Chief Justice, Bermadez, in the opinion said: 
“Timerences of Opinion may well exist as to the 
character of the shares in question and as to the 
power of the State to subject them to taxation, but 
‘po one Will pretend that, unless the Legislature 
bas actually determined that they shail be assessed, 
and bas provided for the mode in which the assess- 
ment shall be made and the tax collected, a valid 
assessment of the same can be made and u tux ler- 
ted thereon cun be legally claimed. By our statute 
‘the actnal shares shall be assessed to the share- 
holders and al! the taxes so assessed shall be paid 
by the corporation, which shall be entitled to col- 
lect the amounts que from the sharebolders or 
their transferees.’ The Supreme Court 
of the United States has twice main- 


tained the validity of the assessments 


of shares of dividend-paying corporations, under 
thie statute, as the company could withhold the 
amount paid on the assessments from the div!- 
dends. An intelligent consideration of the statute 
gutiefies the legal mind that it was desighed to ap- 
ply solely to. money-making corporations declaring 
dividends, or susceptibic of declaring such. and in 
po way to corporations the object of whieh was not 
to make money so as to declare pro@ts or dividends 


on the shares held dy their members. The cotton 


exchange is not a moneyed corporation represent- 
ing property invested for gain. It pays no divi- 
dends, lends no money, transacts no business of 
ite own from which pecuniary profits result to 
iteelf or to Its members. It is, by the express laws 
of ite creation, an association the purpose of which 
eto provide and maintain suitable roome fora 
cotton exchange in the City of New Orleans It 
owns no property execpt that represented by the 
real-estate on which its exchange building is con- 
structed. The value of its shares is nominal, and 
depends entirely upon the privilege of member- 
ship, It has no means or revenue out of which 
taxes on the shares can be paid, being supported 
only by voluntary contributions in the shape of an- 
pual dues from ite members. Therefore, not being 
& moneyed corporation, it does not come within the 
parview of the statate relied upon by the taxing

We are ready to make allowances for the 


heinous nature of the crime for which the 
negroes were lynched at Yazoo City, and for 
the excited state of the public mind, but the 
lynching bears evidences more of the spirit of 
revenge and passion than of an attempt to sat- 
isfy outraged justice. And we believe, when 
the more temperate citizens of Yazoo City 
shall have been heard from, it will be found 
that they, like the mother of one of the mur- 
dered men, and the faithful priest who com- 
forted those who were bereaved by the Christ- 
mas tragedy, were in favor of letting the law 
take its course. 

The question is simply this: Are matters in 
such a terrible condition in and around Yazoo 
City that lynch law has to be resorted to by the 
citizens for self-preservation ?

Rallroad, as above 
‘stated, reviewing the facts presented and fully 
considering the propositions invoived, together 
with the net to prevent extortion and unjust dis- 
crimination.” the Commissioners believe that the 
said raitroad company has unjustly discriminated 
ag#inst the complainant in charging the Kankakee 
Coal Company a greater rate tor the transporta- 
tion of coal from Tracy to Kensington than was 
charged the Central Ulinois Coui Company under 
the sliding contract made with the latter company. 
Entering into a special contract for the traus- 
portation of this coul, the terms of which were not 
made public by the common carrier and by which 
a lesser sum wus charged the greater shipper, was 
an onjust discrimination under the law. The facts, 
however, show that May 28, 1883, the railroad com- 
bay, through its General Traffic Manager, and 
Sept. 3, 1883, through its President, offered the com- 
pluinant the same rates charged the Central Un- 
nois Coal Company, and to refund all overcharges 
made prior thereto and to make equal rates to the 
complainant in the future. 

Considering the fairness with which the officers 
of the roud odered to settle with complainant, and 
the ubsence of any willful intent to violate the law, 
with the assurances of proper treatment in all 
future dealings, the commission is unwilling to 
prasecute for the recovery of the fines, as ro- 
quested in the prayer of the complainunt. 

The commission also believes that the charges of 
70 cents per ton from Tracy to DPickey'’s Crossing 
and 60 cents from Tracy to Kankakee, a greater 
distance, with the churge of $0 cents per ton from 
Tracy to Manteno, while at the same time charging 
d Cents per ton from Tracy to Chicago, a greater 
distunce by forty-six miles, are discriminations not 
permitted by the statutes of linois. 

But it appears in evidence that the contract ro- 
ferred to, giving the G@-cent rute. wus made for the 
express benefit of Mr. Mix, President of the com- 
piaining company, who transferred it to another 
party. 

Therefore, governed by all the circumstances in 
these complaints. and recognizing tho discretionary 
powers conferred by the statutes, this commission 
declines to bring the suits requested by com- 
piainaht so long as the railroad company refrains 
in the future from violating the laws. E 

The Attorney-Geperu! concurs in this decision.

THE STORY OF A CERTIFICATE. 

4 POLICEMAN’S ACCOUNT OF HOW HE CAME BY 
IT DOESN'T “GO” WITH RIS SUPERIORS. 
Police Officer J. D. Farnsworth, of the Har- 

rison Street Station, has managed to get him- 

self into a predicament decidedly unpleasant. 
but with an air of truth he claims that it was 
ta rough ignorance and not through any inten- 
tion todo wrong that he brought the trouble 
on bimself, Wednesday night a depraved 
woman named Kate O'Brien met Joseph Fehr 
man, a countryman, and inveigled him intoa 
room at No. 310 State street, where she robbed 
him of $60 in bills, including a $50 gold certifi- 
cate. Later the woman was arrested by Officer 
Swanson, to whom she stated that she 
had given the $50 certificate to another 
policeman, having labored under the 
impression that it was not good money. Swan- 
son reported this to Lieut. Laughlin, who, from 
the description furnished by the O’ Brien woman, 
at once concluded that it was Farnsworth who 
had the money. The latter was at this time in 
bed in the station, but he was aroused and 
questioned about the matter. Without the 
least hesitancy, and with apparent honesty, he 
acknowledged having received certificate, 
and explained it in this way; He and Officer 

Sullivan went into a dago-shop at No. 406 State 

street to sel) some tickets to araffie. The pro- 

prietor would not purchase, but said 
there were two women in 

room who might. One of these women 

(Kate O’Brien) bought two tickets and exposed 

the certificate while paying. Farnsworth 

asked her what it was, and, being told that it 
was no good. took it and put it in his own 

pocket with the woman's cons nt. 1 

thought.“ said the vufficer, ** that it was an ad- 

vertisiug bill. and gave the whole matter very 
little thought. I had never seen one ot those 
certificates before,” 

In the Armory Police Court yesterday morn- 
ing the same story wus told both by the wom- 
anand by Farnsworth. The former was held 
to the Criminal Court in $100 bail for the lar- 
ceny, and Capt. Buckley, who seemed very 
much incensed over the matter, promised 
Farnsworth to a rather threatening manner to 
attend to the other matter later. 

»I shall recommend Farusworth's discharge.“ 
said Capt. Buckley in the afternoon, ** because 
I have before received complaints against him. 
It is very probable that the officer will at least 
be suspended pending an investigation and 
trial. To the latter he is certainly entitled.“ 

Unfortunately tor Farnsworth, be is one of 
the few American-born members of the force, 
and has no brother who ts eitber an Alderman 
or u suloonkeeper. He bas heretofore enjoyed 
the reputation, outside of the stutlon, any- 
—.— of being an efficient and dutiful officer. 


be would knowingly take $50

RIVER AND CANAL. 
THE BRIDGEPORT PUMPS WORKING 

FECTIVELY AND THE CONDITION 

STRRAMS MATERIALLY IMPROVING. 

All the city-pumps at Bridgeport are working, 
and 50,000 cubic feet of water is hoisted into 
the canal every minute, the water in it being 
pow six feet six inches above that in the river. 
There is a good flow at Lockport and no odor. 
The dirty water in the South Branch bas disap- 
peared and there is quite a current up the 
river. The North Branch, too, is comparative- 
ly clear, the Fullerton avenue works 
pumping from the lake and sending tile 
pure water down to the Souch Branch. 
At present, when navigation is closed on the 
éanal, the Bridgeport works can be run to their 
full capacity, but this cannot be done in the 
summer on account of the bridges, which are 
not high enough to let th boat go under when 
the Cuual is lun ot water. The dity bus raised 
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running of the pumps all the year round. 
The pumps have got pretty well started at last, 
however, and the 600,000 or more people in 
Chicago and hereabouts will ever pray that 
the city will go ahead cleaning the river, and, 
having done that, not to weary in well doing, 
but to keep itciean. 

The State Board of Canal Commissioners re- 
turned yesterday from their monthly meeting 
at Lockport. Nothing was dome beyond the 
auditing of accounts.

MRS. MARY E. DENNETT ALLEGES THAT THE 
BUILDER DEFRAUDED HER OUT OF SOME 
KANSAS LANDS.

fice yesterday afternoon about 4 o'clock, en- 

joying a few moments of quiet after a day of 
la oc. when a woman unceremoniously rushed 
into the room and halted before the astonished 

Prosecutor. ii 
“O, Mr. Mills, help me save my property. 

They have stolen it from me—all, all, all.“ she 

cried. | 

I know nothing about your property,” ro- 
plied the lawyer. | 

Les. but you can help me. I know you 
will, won't you?“ And here the woman fell on 
ber knees atthe feet of the now completely 
mystified attorney, who became fearful that 
his strange visitor was deranged and had 
escaped from the watchful eare of her friends. 
Subsequent developments convinced him that 
the woman gave him the history of a case 
which, if true, was worthy of investigation. 
She said she was the owner of eighty acres of 
land in Kansas, out of which she alleges she 
has been swindled by a man named C. B. Cus- 
ter, a contractor and builder, who lives at the 
corner of Wood and Lake streets. Mr. Mills 
referred her to Justice Kersten, who, upon 
hearing a statement of 
warrant for Custer's arrest, which was placed 
in the hands of an officer. Mary E. Dennett, of 
No. 175 West Washington street, is the com- 
plainant's name, and her story is as follows: 

Six months ago she had asum of money to 
invest and concluded to build herself a home. 
She went, as she alleges, to Custer, who agreed 
to erect a building for her at a cost of 83. 300. 
She took a few daystothink it over, and re- 
turned to tell Custer she had changed her 
mind. She had no lot on which to build. Cus- 
ter, she claims, told her not to trouble herself 
about that; it made no difference. He would 
sell hera plot of ground and begin operations 
immediately. Mrs. Dennett says she was disin- 
clined toincur debt, but Custer’s assurances 
that he would be * easy with her” relieved ber 
mind from further care. She was a member of 
a dulldm association, and drew a sum of 
money which was standing to ber credit. This 
money Was paid on account for the lot, and to 
secure the remainder which was owing to him 
Custer, it is said, demand d a mortgage 
on the eighty acres of land owned by Mrs. Den- 
nett in Nemaha County, Kansas. The woman 
agreed to the proposition, and s what she 
believed to be a mortgage, but which, in fact, 
Was a warranty deed, which conveyed the prop- 
erty to Custer. | 

Soon afterwards the latter disappeared and 
went to Kansas, it is alleged, where he is said 
to have sold the land to W. B. Davis for $1,000. 
Mrs. Dennett says she was apprised of these 
facts only a few days ago, when she received a 
letter from a friend in Kansas upbraiding her 
for selling her land at a beggariy sum, when 
she had been offered and refused $1,300 for it. 
If was then that Mrs. Dennett learned that the 
document to which she had affixed her signa- 
ture deprived her of 1 bad to depend on, 
and she accused Custer of defrauding her. 

Mrs. Dennett claims to have experienced 
considerable trouble before she could procure 
a warrant. Justice Foote would not grant it. 
Thereupon she went to Chief-of-Police Doyle. 
who sent her to Col. Cameron, who in turn 
sought to escape the woman's entreaties by ad- 
vising her to enlist some other official’s aid. 
She tried ex-Judge Jameson, and he told her to 
make another attempt at Col. Cameron, who 
got rid of her by sending ber to Mr. Mills.

MRS. ADA ROBERT INSISTS ON COINTING WEBER'S

Sbe was very 
active in taking care of her own interests, and 
finally the Judge was compelled to stop her in- 
terference. The defendant's attorney, H. H. 
Anderson, said he had been misled by a pro- 
posal made for a settlement, and had been in- 
duced to send Ris witnesses away, thinking the 
case would not be tried. 

Mrs. Robert admitted she had been offered 
$750 to comprowise, but had refused it. 

Mr. Anderson claimed the complainant was 
barred on account of her negligence in not 
prosecuting ber suit more vigorously. 

Mr. O’Brien claimed she bad been part of the 
time, since the bill was filed, in an insane asy- 
lum, and the period of her incarceration should 
not be counted aguinst her. 

After more controversy to no effect the 
Judge postponed the hearing until next Tues. 
day. Mrs. Robert has grown portly since her 
release.

EARNINGS AND THE COST OF LIVING. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson estimates, with refer- 
me to the average produtt and cost of sub- 
sistence of each person in this country, that 90 
per cent of each year's product represents its 
cost, and that 50 cents a day represents the 
average measure of the subsistence of each 
person. Prot. Levi estimates the annual in- 
come of the British people at £1,000,000,000, of 
which sum £436,000,000 represents the earnings 
of the 26,000,000 of the working classes, and 
£564,000,000 the revenue of the remaining 
eleven millions. The gross personal expendi- 
ture of the working classes each year is £423,- 
000,000 and of the higher classes £454,000,000. 
Only a moderate proportion of these sums is 
consumed on luxuries, but the curious fact is 
shown by Prof, Levi's figures that the working 
classes spend more proportionately in these 
directions than the wealthy classes—the pro- 
portion being 20 per cent for the former and 
14 per cent for the latter. The on lux- 
uries is diminishing in comparison with that on 
necessaries. Prof. Levi discriminates between 
that expenditure which is real and final and 
that which is only apparent. Thus personal 
expenditure is when the money leaves the 
original owner. He spends it for one thing and 
another, something that is neeessary and some- 
thing that is superfluous, and it doesn’t par- 
ticularly matter, so far as be is concerned, 
what becomes of the money after it has 
left him. But it matters to the community 
and to the nation; for if the money be 


only sufficient to remunerate the labor ot creat- 


ing thing bonght the money may be re- 
ed as absolutely spent; but whatever of 
* the price of the article represents profit to the 
seller is & mere shifting of money, and the 
means of employing labor from one man to 
another man. Taking this distinction into 
consideration, Prof. Levi estimates that, while 
the British nation seems to spend annually 
2878. 000,000. the net expenditure is only £684,- 
— which is all that is actually m away 

with. The other £193,300,000 consists of taxes 
and profite on distribution, and a considerabie 
portion of this is levied upon the luxuries con- 
sumed. Prof. Levi computes the savings of 
the laboring classes at £13,000,000 a year, and 
those of the rest of the community at £110,000, - 
000, so that there is an annual surplus of £123,- 
000,000 carried over to swell the capital of the 
nation, and augment its reproductive powers.
